HOUSTON  (BP  and  local  rapoita)  -  Hous¬

IB  I>M  wiOi  any  known  sin  in 
your  life  before  the  service.  I  know

Unconfesaed  sin 
wBl  blo^  your  near!  and  wur  ears.  My 
suggestion  b  before  Sunday,  spend  30 
irnnutes  askiw  <5od  to  revw  all  your  sin 
to  you.  Then,  just  listen.  Let  the  Spirit 
of  God  uncover  your  heart  Confess. 

Repent.  (3et  ready  to  listen. 

■  Have  a  eo|^  of  the  Bible  with 
yon.  It  may  be  a  printed  copy  or  an 
electroiuc  copy  (see  point  number  five 
bdow)  but  have  a  copy  you  can  kxdi  at 
for  yourself.  Even  if  your  church  posts 
die  Scripture  on  a  screen,  having  d^ 

Word  in  front  of  you  can  help  you  listen. 

If  you  don’t  have  a  cc^,  ask  a  leader  in 
the  churrii  to  provide  you  a  copy. 

■  Sit  where  you  can  most  pay 
attention.  If  the  windows  distract  ymi, 
don't  sit  near  them.  If  you  know  you  c  m 
hide  in  the  bakony.  sit  someplace  elsr.  if 
sitting  with  pardcular  people  causes  you 
to  lose  your  attention,  you  may  need  10 
sit  with  someone  else.  Hiring  the  W  3rd 
ofOodfoattere. 

■  Pot  away  yoor  phone.  Thb 
b  one  reason  why  I’d  prefer  you  havi  ? 
a  printed  copy  of  the  Bible  vra  you, 
thouah  1  reanze  that’s  not  the  world  in 
whkm  Westerners  live.  Pacebook  can 
wait.  Don’t  respond  to  email  durim  the 
service.  If  you  want  to  tweet  something 
positive  about  the  sermon,  write  it  down 
and  tweet  it  later. 

■  Just  before  the  service,  ask 
God  to  help  yoo  hear  the  Word  as  It  em  Seminary 
applies  to  yon.  You  may  have  w  »nies  commenfary  < 
youesn't  ignore,  so  ask  dod  to  spsdt^o  Press.  EditM^ 


■  Lfomn  especla]^  to  the  Word 
of  God  bcina  read.  Ine  Word  b 
mighty  in  its^,  apart  from  the  one  who 
proclauns  H.  listen  to  it  dosc^.  Let  the 
stories  sink  in.  Even  if  you  think  the 
preachina  could  be  stronger,  the  Word  of 
God  stiDnas  power. 

■  Take  notes.  Even  an  outline  will 
you  remember  the  points,  but  you 

may  need  to  write  as  much  as  you  can 
to  stay  focused.  Hearing,  seeu^  and 
writing  the  points  will  only  reinforce  the 
Word  in  your  life. 

■  listen  emedally  for  at  least 
one  nngM  01 bmth  and  application 
for  yonrilfo.  Go  to  diurcb  eiqiecting 
God  to  speak  to  you  through  the  sermon. 
Knowbig  your  life’s  needs,  listen  for  the 
truth  that  intersects  with  you.  Word- 
based  preaching  can  speak  to  your  life. 

■  Write  down  one  or  more  ac¬ 
tion  steps  yon  wID  take  in  yonr  life 
alter  hearms  the  sermon.  I  encour- 
W  you  to  do  mat  before  you  ever  leave 
the  worship  space.  Write  it  down.  B« 
sp^fi^  For  example:  “I  vrill  ask  my 
neighbor’s  forgiveness.” 

Tell  somebody  about  your  commit¬ 
ment  so  you  are  accountable  for  obedi¬ 
ence.  Then  go  be  obedient.

Shepherd,  area  director  for 
Bapliil  Global  Responre  (BGR), 
told  the  Syrian  refiim’s  slory  in 
a  meeting  room,  mouaands  o€ 
miles  fitmi  die  store  where  he 
bomdit  Rsma’s  fomily  food. 

■fte  fomily  feh  at  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  shop  for  tfaemaelves 
instead  of  taking  distnbutiQciSj 
Shepherd  aakL  The  parents  oouki 
(Mom  their  auppbeiL  e^oy- 
ing  the  independence  they  ua^ 
to  have  in  their  own  oonntry. 
Violenoe  had  mined  that  life  for 
them  and  for  millions  of  others. 
The  war  inaicle  Syria  haa  rued 
for  five  years  now  and  more  than 
a  year  ago,  the  setf-prodatmed 
ISIS  Muslim  ..extremist  group 
began  oonhributing  to  the  refu¬ 
gee  cri^  smificandy  during  its 
quest  for  a  caliphate. 


According  to  the  United 
Nationa  High  CommisakMier 
on  Refii|ee8,  roui^y  four  mil¬ 
lion  Syrian  peo^e  have  fled 
the  country  to  seek  safety  in 
other  countries  and  more  than 
‘  7.5  million  have  been  internal¬ 
ly  displaced. 

EvaituaBy,  Rsma's  fomily  be¬ 
came  part  of  the  statistics  and 
fled  to  Greece  as  refugees.  The 
Mhustment  was  diffiosh.  *It*8 
very  hard  when  you  live  aO  your 
life  aelf-sustained  and  have  your 
own  dignity,  yw  own  sbmer, 
your  own  oothiog,  to  be  now  a 
person  who  has  a  need...  forced 
to  bog  and  ask  strai^rs  to  help 
them  out,* ShepberdsakL 

When  Shepherd  took  the  fiun- 
ily  to  the  supermarket  that  day, 
Rima  ipotted  a  cheap  bottle  of 
nMl  pofiah.  Her  mother  told  her 
the  nmily  should  focus  on  prac¬ 
tical  items,  but  Rima  desperately 
wanted  pretty  nails.  Shepherd 
decided  to  buy  her  die  bottle. 

"This  is  me  medicine,*  he 
said,  nrhe  medicine  to  the  soul 


-- the  emotional  and  psychologi¬ 
cal  ivell-being." 

These  renm^  he  said,  need 
food  and  do&ng  but  they  aho 
need  emotional  care.  The/ve  been 
uprooted  from  their  some¬ 
times  violently,  and  they  need 
to  proc»  trauma.  Ihey  need  to 
teUthor  stories.  Sometunes,  they 
need  small  frivolous  items  to  help 
them  feel  human  again. 

Through  the  years,  Baptist 
Global  Reinxmse  has  conducted 
Syrian  refugee  relief  projects 
that  meet  physical  needs  as  weil 
as  thoae  emotionaJ  needs.  BGR 
executive  director  Jeff  Palmer 
noted  Southern  BapC^  have 
poured  nearly  three  million  dol¬ 
lars  through  BGR  into  relief  ef¬ 
forts  for  Syrian  refuaees.  These 
resources  have  h^ped  fund 
projects  in  several  countries  and 
have  been  used  for  things  like 
distrihutions  of  food,  blankets, 
clothing  and  more. 

Shqmeid  said  he  also  used 
BGR  funds  to  buy  Rima’s  frimih 
items  from  the  supermarket. 


Francis  Horton,  another  BGR 
area  director,  said  projects  in  Is¬ 
tanbul  Turkey,  indirectly  help 
refunes  pay  their  rent.  BGR 
fun£  the  purchase  of  nfr  cards 
to  grocery  stores  so  oisplaced 
people  can  buy  food  and  hygiene 
Items,  vrhich  nrees  up  their  sav¬ 
ing  to  pay  for  whatever  meager 
loocii^  they  can  find. 

BGR  also  helps  create  make- 
sh^  classrooms  for  refugee 
children.  These  are  children 
have  been  out  of  school  for, 
you  know,  four,  four-and-a- 
half,  five  years,  even  before  thw 
came  out  of  ^ina,"  Horton  said. 
“For  many  of  them,  the  school 
%%ras  borohed  or  there  was  so 
much  fighting,  they  couldn’t  go 
to  school.  .  We  are  involved  in 
two  projects  in  Turkey  that  help 
to  fill  that  gap  and  get  the  chil¬ 
dren  back  into  an  educational 
environment  through  classes 
in  English,  math,  science,  and 
other  subjects." 

While  those  efforts  satisfy 
hunger,  keep  refugees  warm. 


and  boost  lagging  education, 
others  meet  psychotocial  needs. 
For  example.  Shepherd  said 
he  uses  volunteers  to  enter¬ 
tain  Syrian  children  in  Greece 
while  their  families  wait 
for  permission  to  move  to 
another  country. 

BGR  invites  donors  to  part¬ 
ner  with  the  organization  as  it 
carries  out  these  projects  and 
cares  for  Syrians  who  have 
lost  their  homes.  People  can 
give  toward  Syrian  aid  through 
www.go^r.org  or  purchase 
Items  like  fcxxl  or  olankets 
through  the  2015  Christmas 
Gift  Catalog. 

They  can  also  work  directly 
with  refugees  through  BfJR's 
volunteer  opportunities,  which 
are  posted  on  its  website.  B(»R 
also  encourages  people  to  pray 
for  these  displaced  people  and 
for  the  organization's  enorts  to 
clothe  and  feed  them.  The  only 
way  BGR  can  aid  families  like 
Rima’s  is  through  partnership 
with  its  donors. 


f/rst  Person;  Refugees  increase,  needs  overwhelming

NORTHBW  BUQ  (BP)  -  Whoever  built 
this  teonis  court  pnfosb^  never  imagiiied 
refrtgres  woidd  be  reclining  diere  under 
temporaiy  afariters.  The  sprmvfing  picnic 
area,  once  a  shady  respite  for  Sunday  lei¬ 
sure  seekers  is  now  a  tent  that  is  home 
to  more  than  4,000  Yazidi  refugees  from 
Nordieni  Iraq. 

Ihese  mothers,  uncles,  cousins,  and 
children  walked  seven  da^  through  the 
desert  to  escape  ISIS  in  August  2014.  Their 
home  has  dean  water  and  woiidngtoilets, 
bm  the  canto  has  only  one  chnic  stsmed  by  a 
singfe  doctor  and  a  nurses  who  struggle 
to  meet  the  mechcal  needs  of  thousands. 

Several  months  1  learned  of  the  ur¬ 
gent  need  for  dentists  to  treat  the  people 
here.  1  invited  an  experienced  field  dental 
team  from  the  U.S.  to  come  serve  the  refu¬ 
gees  in  the  camp.  They  arrived  with  a  por¬ 
table  chair,  instruments,  and  supplies  to 
treat  a  variety  of  challenges.  Dunns  their 
time  he^  they  were  able  to  treat  me  pa¬ 
tients  with  the  most  severe  conditions  — 
abscesses  and  painful  deep  infections  that 
could  spread  throughout  the  body. 

One  of  the  nunes  at  the  camp,  Murad 
(not  his  real  name),  himself  a  »-year-old 
refugee,  was  overwhehned  by  to  team’s 
willin^kesB  to  come  all  the  way  from  the 
UJS.  at  their  own  expenre  just  to  meet  the 
needs  of  his  people  hm  in  a  dangerous  part 
ofthevmrld. 

I  got  to  know  the  soft-spoken  Yazidi 
one  evening  after  the  crowd  of  ailing  refu¬

The  moat  traumatizira  age 
and  social  group  seemed  to  be  the  young 
women.  Many  of  them  wept  as  they  re- 
oountod  honor  stories  of  tow  fiiends  and 
sisters  being  captured  and  sold  into  slavery . 

T^  recounted  abuse  and  torture  and 
expressed  grief  over  toe  past  and  toe  atroci¬ 
ties  that  continue  to  befell  their  captured 
loved  ones.  One  expressed  survivor  guilt, 
another  expressed  Ifetred  for  toe  perpkra- 
tor  of  such  violence,  and  another  wait  in 
miserable  resignation  fry  her  plight  in  life." 

Murad's  younger  sister,  Nam  (not  her 
real  name)  was  kidnapped  by  ISIS  fighters 
astoeirfem^fledtoeirhonietowa  Murad 
ejmlained.  %vas  hek)  for  ten  months. 
We  heaud  no  word  about  her  weO-being. 
We  didn't  Imow  tf  she  was  still  alive."  His 
dear  light-brown  eyes  bore  into  me  with 
anger  and  brokenness.

^^^j^finding  work  or  buying  property  to 

The  Yazidis  are  a  vulnerable  minority 
stuck  between  the  bitter  Sunni-Shia  Mus¬ 
lim  divide  in  Iraq.  Most  are  hoping  a  coun¬ 
try  in  Europe  or  North  America  will  open 


its  doors  and  welcome  them  to  bc^  a  new 
life,  but  even  more  than  a  foreign  home 
th^  need  a  spiritual  home. 

I  told  Mum  1  was  orayit^  for  his  oeo- 
ple.  “Jesus  Christ  loved  me  first,  so  I  love 
Him  back  by  laving  God  and  loving  my 
neighbor,  wlio  is  you,”  1  sakL 

Murad  said  he  had  always  wanted  to 
read  the  New  Testament  but  had  never, 
found  one.  I  helped  him  download  an  Ara¬ 
bic  Bible  onto  his  phone.  He  was  thankful, 
but  I  knew  that  thcxigh  he  spoke  Arabic,  his 
heart  language  was  Kurmanji  Kurdish. 

A  few  minutes  before  leaving  the  camp, 
I  asked  Murad  if  he  would  stroimojn  ex- 
ajiSuTMftton  I'uoni  wWi  me.  1  ftflaBued  Ttlm 
for  sharii^  his  life  and  his  stories  with  me. 
1  shared  TO  Gospel  with  him  and  gave  him 
an  aixlio  Bible  in  Kurmanii. 

I  plav^  some  0^  Matniew  for  him.  He 
strained  as  he  listened  at  first,  but  his  eyes 
lit  up  when  he  recognized  his  own  h^rt 
langui^.  He  thanked  me  profiisdy  and 
carefe^  slipped  the  device  into  his  pocket 
as  we  prepared  to  gp. 
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Over  the  pest  year,  one  of  my 
ne^bors  who  is  a  consistent 
walker  and  iouer  to  do 

80  without  her  fouT'l^ed  companion, 
her  dog.  Many  months  ago  I  asked  her, 
“Where  is  your  buddy?"  To  which  she 
said,  "He's  gotten  to  %vhere  he  doesn't 
want  to  get  out  and  run  or  ivalk."  As 
time  has  passed  on,  I  wondered  if  the 
old  boy  was  still  alive  ao  recently  1 
asked  ner  if  the  doc  was  still  hvinc. 
"Yes,"  she  replied,  ^he's  still  alive  out 
all  that  he  does  now  is  sniff." 

I  clearly  remember  him  as  a  yoimger 
fellst  aUve  and  alert  and  involve  in 
everythini  around  him.  Occasionally 
.  he%wNdMetMBdagaadbreakintoa 
jog  or  even  run.  Somatimes  he  would 
even  bnrtu  He  was  one  ci  those  doo 
that  always  seemed  to  have  a  friendly 
bark.  He  wasn't  mad  or  angry  at  the 
world  even  when  he  saw  a  squirrel  or 
person.  He  would  give  ayelp 
omgabag,  but  now  a81m  does  is  sniff. 

Inroogh  the  years,  fve  seen  this 
happen  to  folks  as  th^  got  older  and 
had  less  energy  imd  capacity  to  do 
the  things  that  they  used  to  do.  At 
one  time  they  %vere  the  first  person  to 
volunteer  to  do  whatever  neraed  to 
be  done.  They  were  ¥rittin|  to  serve 
on  committees,  plan  meetinn,  serve 
food,  and  visit  anyone.  Whether  it  was 
a  lost  person  or  a  saint  that  was  in 
need  of  a  touch  from  a  fellow  believer, 
they  were  there  hot  in  time,  th^ 
weren't  able  to  do  all  that  they  had 
done  belbre.

1  fKinlc  almt  those  wonderful 
people  and  precious  saints  who  have 
tor  over  50  years  from  tinw  to  time 
time  to  atop  and  write  a  note 
and  let  me  know  that  they  are  pr^ring 
for  me  and  that  they  care  about  me  as 
I  seek  to  serve  the  Lord.  lt*s  almost 
like  tlm  just  have  a  sense  shout  them, 
maybe  just  a  way  to  sniff  out  a  need  in 
someone’s  life  sm  bless  them.

^irst.  Person:  The  human  face  of  IMB  woes

Several  years  1  pastored 
a  small  church  in  East  Texas. 
Our  annual  bud^  was  slim, 
yet  a  stout  conviction  of  our 
fellowship  was  giving 
lo  miasioiis.  We  des¬ 
ignated  io%  of  our 
ynniial  budget  tO  it  1 
sometiiiies  wondered 
if  our  tiny  church  with 
our  even  tuner  budget 
lealN  made  a  scratch 
on  the  proverbial  am- 
Ikc  of  Uw  lost  workL 

One  somiiier  I  was  Munia 
in  Naxareth  YIBage  is. 

Israel  alongside  sever  • 
al  other  peslors  on  a  tour  of  the 
country.  While  vraDdim  into  a 
bookstore,  one  of  the  older  pes* 
tors  caDed  me  over  and  intro¬ 
duced  me  to  an  International 
Mission  Board  (BIB)  mission¬ 
ary.  I'H  never  fof|^  how  he  did 
it;  "Jared,*  he  said,  *conie  meet 
one  of  yonr  nuasioiiaiies.* 

For  the  first  time  in  my  ten¬ 
ure  as  i  Southern  Baptist  pas¬ 
tor,  I  genuinely  feh  ccmnected 
to  missions.  I  realized  that  my 
givin|  tonched  real  j^ole. 

This  illustrates  the  Deauty 


of  the  Cooperative  Program, 
but  it  also  showcases  a  weak¬ 
ness.  While  it’s  true  that  ev¬ 
ery  active  church  can  say 
that  they  support  interna¬ 
tional  missionaries  through 
the  Cooperative  Program,  it’s 
also  true  that,  sometimes, 
the  missionaries  are 
nameless  numbers 
(as  are  the  lost  people 
th^  serve). 

The  Cooperative 
Program  is  more  than 
just  sharing  money  to 
support  missions.  It’s 
about  sharing  money 
^  to  support  misaion- 
^  aries.  Wiat  ia,  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program 
is  about  supporting  living, 
breathing  p^ple  who  share 
the  Gospel  with  d3ring,  breath¬ 
ing  people. 

in  the  downsizing  of  our  in- 
temationa]  mission  force  due 
to  bu<i^  shortfalls,  we  are 
losing  600-800  living,  breath¬ 
ing  people  vrfaoae  lives  impact 
countlem  dwng,  breathing 
pie.  I  attended  my  first  meeting 
as  a  member  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  Executive 
(Committee  in  September  and, 
as  you  would  imagine,  IMB 


drawdown  issue  loomed  over 
the  gathering.  One  major  con¬ 
cern  ia  bow  1MB  downsizing 
might  impact  the  Cooperative 
Propam  and  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  for  Inter¬ 
national  Missions. 

That,  however,  reflects 
our  problem.  The  concern  is 
franiM  in  financial  terms. 
1MB  isn’t  a  budget  item  or  an 
offering.  It's  people.  Living, 
breathing  people.  It’s  people 
ifrith  passions  and  bop^  and 
dreams  and  convictions  and 
famibes  and  lives.  Most  im- 
portantl,  it's  saved  people 
reaching  lost  people  with 
the  Go^l. 

It’s  judicious  to  be  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  impact  of 
IMB’s  budget  reset,  but  this 
concern  should  segue  to  the 
real  problem  —  lost  people.  K 
we  express  more  concern  over 
a  budget  or  an  offering  rather 
than  the  fives  being  touched, 
%ve  forget  who  and  what  we  are 
as  Southern  Baptists. 

Missions  shouldn’t  be  a  cog 
of  the  church's  machine,  but 
the  other  way  around. 

The  current  issue  is  not 
an  1MB  issue.  It’s  an  ’‘us*  is¬ 
sue.  IMB  has,  year  after  year. 


continued  to  keep  and  send 
missionaries  hut  the  average 
diurch  isn't  providing  the  nec- 
esMuy  assets  to  keep  all  our 
miastonaries  on  the  nekl,  not 
to  mention  send  more  out. 

This  is  vdiy  the  IMB  needs 
the  diurch's  support  now 
more  than  ever.  It  would  be 
a  categorical  atroci^  if  our 
churebim’  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  gifts  stagnate  or  decline 
week  bv  week,  or  if  this  year’s 
Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offer¬ 
ing  dips  a  cent  lower  than  the 
$153,003,394  received  last 
yctf ,  when  this  year’s  ingath¬ 
ering  should  be  the  larg^  in 
history. 

Southern  Baptist  pastors 
must  teach  their  people  that 
the  Cooperative  Program  isn't 
fust  a  line  item  in  tne  budget 
but  a  cooperation  of  believers 
to  support  other  believers  to 
cre:kte  more  believers. 

Pastors  need  to  think  about 
leading  our  churches  to  in¬ 
crease  their  annual  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  givin|.  "Annual" 
is  the  key  word.  iMB  needs 
consistent  gifts  to  keep  mis¬ 
sionaries  on  the  field. 

Also,  p^ors  need  to  be¬ 
gin  preparing  their  people  for 


the  upcomina  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Onering  in  De¬ 
cember  by  asking  how  we  can 
strategically  and  creatively 
raise  more  money. 

What  kind  of  event  can  we 
host?  What  kind  of  appeal  can 
we  make  to  place  a  lace  be¬ 
side  the  number?  What  sac¬ 
rifice  can  we  make  or  what 
corner  can  we  cut  in  our  per¬ 
sonal  budgets? 

More  than  ever,  this  is 
the  time  to  come  together  as 
Soothern  Baptists.  Let’s  turn 
the  Cooperative  Pi^ram  into 
a  Cooperative  Initiative.  Let’s 
remember  that  our  cbuiehes 
exist  because  of  the  Great 
Commission  and  not  the  other 
way  around.  Let’s  remember 
that  there  are  faces  behind 
the  numbers.
